The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
newly submitted claims are deemed to distinguish over the prior art of record. In 
particular, applicant's arguments (pages 6-7 of the response) that the prior art fails to 
disclose a multiple handpiece system that provides the same cut/coag signal to both the 
monopolar and the bipolar handpieces is deemed persuasive. As indicated by 
applicant, Thompson et al (6,830,569) specifically teach of providing two separate 
signals, one for bipolar operation and one for monopolar operation. The earlier Garito 
et al (5,954,686) specifically provides different outputs for the bipolar and monopolar 
handpieces, too. While Ellman et al (5,562,503) discloses a switch for switching a 
single output from either a bipolar or a monopolar handpiece, there is no specific 
mention of generating first and second waveforms and delivering these waveforms to 
the monopolar and bipolar electrical connectors as recited in newly provided 
independent claim 21 . Goble (2004/0054365) discloses another generator that provides 
signals to bipolar devices attached to the generator. Goble specifically addresses the 
problems associated with systems that provide the same signal to a device that can 
operate in a bipolar and monopolar mode (para. 0003).
